Revised regional plan taking shape 


Emphasis on 
consultation. Council 
debates review of 
‘master plan for land 
use’ for hours

Halifax regional councillors 
have worked their way through 
about half of 29 recommended 


changes to the regional plan, 
and will return to the commit¬ 
tee of the whole next week to 
address the remainder. 

The recommendations 
came from the city’s commun¬ 
ity design and advisory com¬ 
mittee (CDAC) after an exten¬ 
sive review of the five-year-old 
regional plan. 

Although city staff de¬ 
scribed 18 of the 29 amend¬ 
ments as uimecessaiy in light 
of existing pohcies, councillors 
disagreed with that assessment 
several times during the four- 


hour long discussion. 

“Everybody’s really trying 
to work hard to get this to be 
the veiy best thing ... but it’s 
good because there’s a lot of 
questions,” said Conn. Jennifer 
Watts. 

Councillors approved the 
immediate adoption of two 
changes — one to apply the 
“complete communities” 
pohcy throughout HRM and 
not only in urban areas; and 
another to consult, rather than 
merely inform, the pubhc on 
the entire Road Network Func¬ 


tional Plan. 

“It’s not about information 
sharing anymore,” said Watts. 
“It’s about having the long¬ 
term consultation that I don’t 
think has actually happened 
in this municipahty, and that 
needs to happen.” 

Councillors also approved 
the insertion of a statement on 
the supply of serviced land in 
HRM, and asked for more de¬ 
tail on points such as increas¬ 
ing the riparian buffer in resi¬ 
dential developments.

mendation that it should be 30 
metres ... it ahgns with prov¬ 
incial policy,” said Coun.

“This is the master plan for 
land use,” he said, after a cheer¬ 
ful but spirited exchange with 
Coun. David Hendsbee about 
the possibility of taking over 
provincial industrial parks and 
the relevance to the regional 
plan. “This is how we zone 
stuff, it’s not about what we 
buy or what we obtain.”

Halifax regional council 
approved a recommenda¬ 
tion from its transportation 
standing committee to make 
the SmartTrip E-Pass transit 
program permanent, follow¬ 
ing a successful pilot project.

Nearly a week after about 200 
Irving Shipbuilding workers 
walked off the job to protest 
alleged intimidation and ha¬ 
rassment by management, 
the union president said daily 
talks are continuing with the 
company but the mood be¬ 
tween both sides is “hard to 
read.” 

Cliff Pickrem, president of 
Local 1 of the Canadian Auto 
Workers-Marine Workers Fed¬ 


eration, said things are “back 
to normal” with employees 
all at their jobs. 

“The workplace is calm 
and quiet,” Pickrem said Tues- 
day. 

Workers protested along 
Barrington Street last Thurs¬ 
day when they learned their 
co-worker Pete Mackenzie 
had taken his own life follow¬ 
ing what they described as 
months of bullying by man¬ 
agement.

a suicide call for a home in 
Eastern Passage last Wednes¬ 
day afternoon and found a 
58-year-old man dead. 

Pickrem said every com¬ 
plaint of harassment that 
comes forward is looked into. 

Irving employees have 
complained the company has 
become much harsher in the 
past year and a half since win¬ 
ning the national shipbuild¬ 
ing contract. 

On Friday, Irving Ship¬ 
building president Kevin 
McCoy said bullying was not 


a factor in Mackenzie’s death. 

“We take veiy seriously 
any complaints of harass¬ 
ment,” McCoy said.

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Man acquitted of 
impaired driving 
for hospital run 


Injured friend. 

Judge says best 
decision made under 
circumstances 


A Nova Scotia judge has ac¬ 
cepted the defence of neces¬ 
sity in acquitting a man of im¬ 
paired driving after he drove 
his concussed and bleeding 
friend to hospital following a 
night of drinking. 

“This should not be taken 
as condoning impaired driv¬ 
ing,” wrote Judge Paul Scovil 
in his decision, released Mon¬ 
day. “Nor should the public 
think that the defence of ne¬ 
cessity is an easy one to make 
out. Rare is the case that such 
evidence would be accepted, 
but this is such a case.” 

The 12-page decision said 
Roger Pleau was impaired 
when he drove his injured 
friend, Eldon Deegan, to hos¬ 
pital in Upper Nappan on 
Oct. 4, 2012. 

The two men had been 
drinking beer when Deegan 


left his apartment to smoke 
a cigarette outside and fell 
down some stairs, cutting 
his head on an iron hand¬ 
rail. Both men were locked 
out of the building without 
a key and neither had a cell¬ 
phone. The building also did 
not have a buzzer to alert any 
other tenants. 

Scovil said Deegan was in¬ 
coherent and having trouble 
breathing when Pleau “pan¬ 
icked” and drove his friend 
to hospital, where a nurse no¬ 
ticed he was intoxicated and 
called police. 

In acquitting Pleau, Scovil 
said the accused was forth¬ 
right and credible in his testi¬ 
mony, and truly believed his 
friend was going to die. 

“His inability to call 911, 
the panic of being locked 
out of the apartment build¬ 
ing with someone in obvious 
medical distress would lead 
the accused to take the action 
that he did,” he wrote in his 
decision. 

Scovil also said Pleau did 
not believe he had time to 
find a reasonable alternative

Finally, Scovil said he had 
to consider the proportional¬ 
ity between the harm inflict¬ 
ed in the case and the harm 
avoided.

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Reform Act gets thumbs-up 


Bill to give MPs more 
power. Grits and NDP 
say they would support 
Conservative MP's bill 


A Conservative MP’s pro¬ 
vocative new bill to rebal¬ 
ance power between MPs 
and party leaders has gotten 
an early thumbs-up from 
the NDP and the Liberals. 

With a number of Mi¬ 
chael Chong’s Tory col¬ 
leagues already supportive, 
the measure could have ser¬ 
ious legislative legs. 


Among other things, the 
bill would give party caucus¬ 
es the explicit right to re¬ 
view and oust their leaders. 

Liberal Leader Justin 
Trudeau tweeted Tuesday 
that he shared the goals of 
Chong’s proposed Reform 
Act of 2013. 

NDP reform critic Craig 
Scott said he will personally 
support the bill and MPs in 
his party will be allowed a 
free vote on the legislation. 

He said his leader, Tom 
Mulcair, “wants a system 
that’s fair, where prime 
ministers actually don’t 
have the kinds of levers 


of power that have been 
abused under Stephen 
Harper and have been used 
in ways that frankly aren’t 
all that justified by previous 
prime ministers.” 

Chong is a moderate, 
popular Ontario MP with a 
long history of promoting 
stronger responsible gov¬ 
ernment. 

Conservative support¬ 
ers included Alberta MP 
James Rajotte, Ontario MPs 
Larry Miller and Stella Am¬ 
bler and Ontario Sen. Hugh 
Segal. 

Green Party Leader Eliza¬ 
beth May and Independent 


MP Bruce Hyer rounded out 
the cheering section. 

“It depends on whether 
Mr. Trudeau and Mr. Mulcair 
will allow their caucuses to 
vote for democracy,” May 
said of the bill’s prospects. 

A Conservative source 
estimated that up to a quar¬ 
ter of the caucus could back 
Chong’s proposals. 

Chong argues that these 
rights have always existed 
by convention, but have not 
been exercised for decades. 

The legislation would not 
come into effect until after 
the 2015 election.

Canadian teens’ test scores in math, 
science take a nosedive: Study 


A new international study 
ranks Canadian students 
among the top of the class in 
key subject areas, but there 
has been a noticeable dechne 
over the years in math and sci¬ 
ence scores among the coun¬ 
try’s pupils. 

Canada was among 65 coun¬ 
tries and economies participat¬ 
ing in the assessment by the 
Organisation for Economic Co¬ 
operation and Development, 
which takes place every three 
years. Findings of the OECD’s 
Programme for International 
Student Assessment from 2012 
were released Tuesday. 

The average estimated 
score in math was 494. Can¬ 
ada had 518. Shanghai, China 
topped the hst in math with 


an average of 613. Canada was 
also outperformed by Singa¬ 
pore, Hong Kong, Chinese 
Taipei, Korea, Macau, Japan, 
Liechtenstein and Switzerland. 

Canada had an average 
score of 523 in reading and 525 
in science — well above the 
OECD averages of496 and 501, 
respectively. 

Shanghai topped the hst in 
both reading and science with 
570 and 580, respectively. Can¬ 
ada was outperformed in both 
subjects by Hong Kong, Singa¬ 
pore, Japan and Korea. 

Along gender lines, boys 
continued to outperform girls 
in math across most partici¬ 
pating countries — including 
Canada — while girls placed 
ahead of boys in Canada and

PTSD. Soldier suicide 
attempts raising alarms 
among advocates 


Asleep at the wheel. 

Retired general says 
reliving Rwandan 
genocide has left him 
unable to sleep 


Sen. Romeo Dallaire nodded 
off at the wheel of his black 
BMW and crashed into a traffic 
barrier on Parhament HiU on 
Tuesday. 

The retired general said the 
news last week of three suicides 
of Canadian soldiers, coupled 
with the coming 20th anniver¬ 
sary of the Rwanda genocide, 
have left him unable to sleep. 


even with medication. 

“Every day 1 am reliving the 
20th anniversary and reviewing 
that period of command,” he 
said in an apology to the Sen¬ 
ate. He says he didn’t realize 
how tired he was. 

“I simply ran out of steam 
and feU asleep and crashed my 
car,” he said. 

“1 am very thankful that no¬ 
body was injured or worse by 
my not being more attentive to 
the level of fatigue that 1 have 
been experiencing.” 

DaUaire commanded the 
iU-fated United Nations peace¬ 
keeping mission in Rwanda in 
central Africa in 1993-94. 

He was an up-and-coming 


artillery general when he was 
tabbed to lead a UN force to 
oversee a shaky truce in the 
troubled country. 

It seemed a natural assign¬ 
ment. He was a French-speak¬ 
ing soldier going to an area of 
Africa where French was the 
second language. Canada car¬ 
ried no colonial baggage to in¬ 
flame local sensitivities. 

But the world collapsed on 
Dallaire and his small force 
within months of their arrival. 
The UN ignored his warnings of 
coming strife. 

After it broke out, major 
international players rebuffed 
his pleas for more soldiers, leav¬ 
ing him standing as a helpless 


observer to genocide. 

Dallaire came home to med¬ 
als and promotion, but his spir¬ 
it was broken and he spiralled 
into depression and alcohol. At 
one point he was found passed 
out in a pubhc park. 

But a decade later, after 
much psychological help, sup¬ 
port from his wife and chil¬ 
dren and a book into which he 
poured his tormented soul, Dal¬ 
laire bounced back. 

Shake Hands With the Devil, 
his pain-filled, graphic memoir 
of the genocide, won the Gov¬ 
ernor General’s Award for non¬ 
fiction in 2004. He was named 
to the Senate by Paul Martin in 

2005. THE CANADIAN PRESS 


Veterans’ advocates and sol¬ 
diers are warning that the 
number of attempted suicides 
among the ranks of Canada’s 
mihtaiy is growing at an 
alarming rate. 

The wife of a soldier who 
tried to end his hfe last month 
says psychological injuries as 
a result of Afghanistan are an 
epidemic among members of 
the Canadian Forces and the 
care is not what it should be. 

Master Cpl. Kristian Wolow- 
idnyk, a former combat engin¬ 
eer who served in Kandahar in 
2009-10, became despondent 
when told he would be medic¬ 
ally discharged because of his 


post-traumatic stress disorder. 

Wolowidnyk’s wife Michele 
says her husband had only 
seen a social worker every 
two weeks, and had not been 
under a psychiatrist’s care 
since last summer. 

He tried to kill himself 
two days after learning of his 
impending discharge, but sur¬ 
vived after being rushed to 
hospital in Edmonton where 
he met with other veterans of 
the Afghanistan mission. 

His stoiy is coming to hght 
just days after three members 
of the mihtaiy took their own 
hves in a single week.

The three were 
also ordered to pay 3.5 mil¬ 
lion rubles (about $112,000) in 
damages to Filin.

The dancer said during the

Dmitrichenko said he was 
shocked when he heard about 
the acid attack in the news and 
told Zarutsky they should sur¬ 
render to the pohce. He testi¬ 
fied that Zarutsky told him 
to keep silent and threatened 
to launch a similar attack on 
Dmitrichenko’s ballerina girl¬ 
friend if he went to the pohce. 

He said he had told Zarutsky 
that he disapproved of Filin’s 
management style. He insisted 
that he always said Filin had 
been an exceUent dancer, but 
he blamed him in part for the 
negative atmosphere in the 
theatre. He cited several inci¬ 
dents in which troupe mem¬ 
bers were driven to tears during 
heated conflicts with Filin.

Volkswagen turns off some 
employees’ email 30 minutes 
after their shifts end. Gold¬ 
man Sachs is urging junior 
staff to take weekends off. 
BMW is planning new rules 
that will keep workers from 
being contacted after hours. 

This surge in corporate be¬ 
neficence isn’t an indication 
that employers are becoming 
kinder and gentler: It’s about 
the bottom line. After years 
in which the ease of instant 
communication via email and 
smartphones allowed bosses 
to place greater and greater 
demands on white-collar 
workers, some companies 
are beginning to set limits, 
recognizing that successful 
employees must be able to 
escape from work. 

“Industiy is now re¬ 
sponding,” said Cary Cooper, 
a professor of organizational 
psychology and health at 
Lancaster University, who 
says the imperative to be con¬ 
stantly reachable by iPhone 
or tablet is taking a toll on 
the work delivered at the of¬ 
fice. “Employees are turning 
up, but they’re not delivering 
anything.” 

After seeing colleagues 
lose their jobs during the 
Great Recession, workers 
are more inclined to come 
in to work, even when sick, 
surveys show. After hours, 
physical presence is replaced 
by the next best thing — a 
virtual one. Many employees 
fear switching off, instead 


deciding to work on vaca¬ 
tion, during dinner and in 
bed with the help of smart¬ 
phones, laptops and tablet 
computers. 

People also have more 
data than ever to process — 
whether they ask for it or 
not. Information overload 
cost American businesses just 
under $1 trillion US in em¬ 
ployee time lost to needless 
emails and other distractions 
in 2010, according to Jona¬ 
than Spira, chief analyst of 
the New York research firm 
Basex. the associated press

Shock in Saskatchewan 


PotashCorp, to 
slash 18 % of staff 

There was shock Tuesday in 
a small town east of Saska¬ 
toon after Potash Gorp. of 
Saskatchewan cut hundreds 
of jobs at a mill. 

The Saskatoon-based 
company is slashing its 
workforce by about 18 per 
cent, affecting 1,045 people. 
The biggest job cuts will be 
in Saskatchewan, where 440 
people will lose their jobs, 
and most of those will be 
at the company’s Lanigan 
division, where one of two 
mills will suspend produc¬ 


tion by the end of the year. 

“These layoffs were 
effective immediately. 
People were sent home this 
morning,” said Rick Suchy, 
an electrician at the Lanigan 
mine and president of Uni- 
for local 922. 

“This was the end of 
their shift. Some guys were 
supposed to come back 
tonight. They won’t be com¬ 
ing back tonight. Some guys 
were phoned at home. They 
weren’t there. And many 
people were coming in for 
the day shift and they were 
sent home.

Richard Curtis swears he didn’t 
set out to make a Christmas 
classic with Love Actually — 
which just turned 10 years old 
— but that’s what exactly hap¬ 
pened. “1 didn’t really think 
that when 1 was writing the 
film. 1 certainly didn’t think, 
‘This is a cunning commercial 
measure.’ 1 just thought it was 
in the spirit of the film,” Curtis 
tells Metro. 

“Particularly in the States, 1 
think it’s become a Christmas 
thing. 1 think it’s just kind of on 
a loop on some Enghsh TV sta¬ 
tions (year-round), but 1 think 
it’s become more of a Christ¬ 
mas thing. And it’s dehghtful. 
1 think you consider it lucl^. 1 
feel that a httle bit about Love 
Actually, that 1 wrote a multi- 
thing movie, and because it was 
a Christmas one it looks like it’s 
going to last.” 

What Curtis finds particu¬ 
larly entertaining is what’s 
become of the film ’s massive 
cast, originally built as a mix of 
big stars (Hugh Grant, Emma 


Thompson) and lesser-known 
faces (Chiwetel Ejiofor, Andrew 
Lincoln). 

“It now seems over-cast be¬ 
cause half the cast weren’t very 
weU-known (at the time), only 
if you really watched Enghsh 
telly,” he says. “And now with 
Martin Freeman being the Hob¬ 
bit and with (Lincoln on) The 
Walking Dead and with Janu- 
aiy Jones on Mad Men and Chi¬ 
wetel now 1 hope going to win 
an Oscar this year, the movie’s 
looking increasingly unbal¬ 
anced. There was meant to be 
a balance between people you 


knew and people you didn’t. 
Even Thomas Sangster, who 
played the httle boy, is now on 
Game of Thrones.”

Jamie and Aurelia 
Colin Firth: Aheady a fan favor¬ 
ite at the time thanks to Pride 
and Prejudice and Bridget 
Jones’s Diaiy, the veiy busy 
Firth is now an Oscar winner 
for The King’s Speech. 

Lucia Moniz: The Portuguese 
actress and singer has been 
working steadily on TV in her 
home countiy, most recently 
on Bem-Vindos a Beirais. 

Harry, Karen and Mia 
Emma Thompson: The actress 
with the most heartbreaking 
and memorable scene in Love 
Actually is also earning plenty 
of Oscar buzz for this year’s Sav¬ 
ing Mr. Banks. 

Alan Rickman: Forever known

Christian Bale likes to keep 
you guessing. The intense 
actor, who became a super- 
star playing Batman, makes 
chancy career choices on pur¬ 
pose. 

“I like to think that as 
long as you continue choos¬ 
ing diverse roles, you can 
avoid becoming predictable,” 
he says. 

He could make a life (and 
a fortune) playing square- 
jawed superheroes in action 
movies, Wt instead chooses 


to shake things up. 

Since his breakthrough 
performance in 1987’s Em¬ 
pire of the Sun he has been 
a chameleon, losing sixty 
pounds to play the skeletal 
lead in The Machinist and 
gaining a beer gut and a 
comb-over for an upcoming 
role in American Hustle. 

This weekend in Out of 
the Furnace he changes it 
up once again. He stars as a 
steel mill worker pushed to 
extremes when his Iraq war 
veteran brother (Casey Af¬ 
fleck) gets mixed up with the 
wrong people and disappears. 

The vengeance angle 
sounds Batmanesque, but 
Out of the Furnace is set far 
away from Gotham in the 
economically-depressed Rust 
Belt. There isn’t a cowl or a 
cape in sight, and Bale has 
once again physically trans¬ 
formed himself. 

Here’s a look at how Bale 
physically changes it up for 
his movie roles. 

American Psycho 

Creating the “Olympian phy¬ 
sique” of serial killer Patrick 


Bateman in American Psycho 
took some discipline. “I’m 
English,” he said, “and in 
England, we don’t have many 
gyms around. We’d rather go 
to a pub instead.” A trainer 
and a protein diet took off 
the pounds. 

The Fighter 

As boxer and former drug 
addict Dicky Eklund in The 
Fighter he dropped thirty 
pounds and used make-up 
and prosthetics to age him¬ 
self. How did he lose the 
weight? “Usually I always say, 
‘Oh, I do a lot of coke when¬ 
ever I lose weight.’ I’m not 
sure if it’s so funny for this 
movie, to say that.” In real¬ 
ity he trained with the real- 
life Eklund and boxed the 
pounds off. 

Velvet Goldmine 

In Velvet Goldmine he plays 
a London journalist look¬ 
ing into the life and faked 
death of glam rock singer 
Brian Slade (Jonathan Rhys 
Meyers). Once again he had to 
physically transform, but not 
in the traditional way. 

When his mom saw that 
he was working out and run¬ 
ning at 6 a.m. she said, “Chris¬ 
tian, what are you doing? 
You’re doing a film about sex, 
drugs and rock ’n’ roll. Why 
don’t you do it the way they 
did it? They weren’t out run¬ 
ning. They drank a helluva 
lot and lived unhealthily.” 

“I took that to heart,” he 
says, “and it works.”

As Carla Tortelli on Cheers, 
Rhea Perlman spent 11 sea¬ 
sons openly antagonizing the 
patrons and some of the staff 
of a Boston bar. On Kirstie, her 
first regular sitcom gig in ages, 
she’s only somewhat antagon¬ 
istic to the other characters, 
including fellow Cheers alum 
Kirstie Alley. Perlman plays 
the best fidend and assistant 
of Alley’s Broadway diva, who 
reconnects with a son (Eric 
Petersen) she’d given up for 
adoption. (Another sitcom 
vet, Michael Richards, plays 
her chauffeur.) For the record, 
she’s not remotely antagonis¬ 
tic in person. 

What was it that made you 
want to come back to full¬ 
time sitcom work? 

1 love my sitcom days. It’s the 
coolest job in acting. It’s live, 
which is very rare and fabu¬ 
lous. You get to rehearse for 
four days then do it in front 
of an audience, it’s a mixture 
of being on stage and being 
on fihn. 

Apart from reuniting with 
Kirstie Alley here, you’ve 
often popped up on shows by 
other Cheers castmates. How 
easy is it to slip back into that 
rapport? 

it’s like seeing your old friends 
from college. With people you 
haven’t seen in a long time 
but you were really close with, 
you just go right back. 1 do 
keep up with some of them. 

Your character’s relationship 
with Alley is a lot less antag¬ 
onistic than it was on Cheers. 

This one 1 really care about 
her. On Cheers, Carla, she was 
fine with her, and she was bet¬ 
ter with her than with Diane. 
But she didn’t care about her. 
Carla cared about Sam and 
about her kids. But 1 wouldn’t 
say she really cared about the 
other people in the bar. 

You’ve only done a handful 
of episodes so far. How easy 
is it finding the show’s voice 
so early on? 

1 feel like as with any show, in 
its first year, you start finding 



it, and the writers start finding 
it, and the actors start finding 
it. If we’re lucky enough to 
have another season, it will 
continue to be found. 1 love 
the medium because there’s 
no beginning, middle or end. 
You just get to continue de¬ 
veloping the character, to find 
where she’s fi:om and where 
she can go. 

It’s a lot like TV dramas in 
that sense. 

I’ve never been in one of those 
dramas, which 1 love to watch, 
like Breaking Bad, where you 
just don’t know how it’s going 
to end. Will 1 get killed? We 
don’t usually worry if we’re 
going to get killed in comedy. 

How does it affect you not 
knowing the end of a show? 

1 don’t think you’re ever really 
safe in acting, ever. Even if 
you’re doing the same show 
eveiy night, it’s never the 
same. You don’t know what 
you’re going to do, what the 
audience is going to do. it’s 
not like you’re doing a math 
problem, where you know 
there’s a solution at the end 
and you get it right or you get 
it wrong. 

Eric Petersen has done stage 
but this is his first TV show. 
How did he fit in with three 
vets? 

He just really jumped right 
in. 1 was impressed, because 
1 think people would be 
intimidated by us — not that 
we’re intimidating people, 
because we’re not. He’s 
comfortable with himself 
and he’s comfortable being 
on stage. 

So you didn’t have to teach 


him things? 

We never had to teach him 
things! 1 was ready to teach 
him things. He didn’t ask, 
the sonofab—. (Laughs.) 

Kirstie’s station, TV Land, 
has a reputation of really 
supporting its shows and its 
actors. 

1 feel like they like the show. 
That’s a great feeling. The 
legend with Cheers is, our 
first two years, we were at 
the bottom of the ratings. 
Like 67 out of 68 or whatever 
it was. But the network, they 
loved the show, and we knew 
they loved the show. And we 
were so blissfully unaware 
that we might be in jeopardy. 
1 don’t think any of the ac¬ 
tors ever thought about that. 

We just felt like these 
people like us, so we’ll keep 
doing this show, it was very 
comfortable. 1 really think 
it’s a great way for networks 
to be. They should put their 
weight behind a show, 
because they picked it to 
begin with. They chose to 
do that pilot and they chose 
to pick it up, then they have 
to choose to nurture it. (TV 
Land is) very nurturing. 

Are you aware these days of 
how well a show is doing? 

These days you have to be 
a little bit aware, in the old 
days you wouldn’t have 
any idea. 1 wasn’t paying 
any attention to ratings or 
whether people liked the 
show till we were a hit. Now 
I’m sure once it starts airing. 
I’m going to be aware of how 
it’s doing. They’ll be telling 
us, it will be written up, it 
will be hard to avoid know¬ 
ing how it’s doing.

George Clooney hasn’t found the

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Walker died on 
a ‘hot spot for 
street racers/ 
saypolice 

While the neighbourhood 
where Fast & Furious star 
Paul Walker died in a fiery 
crash is known to attract 
street racers, law enforce¬ 
ment officials do not believe 
the Porsche he and a friend 
were riding in had been 
racing another car. 

Accident investigators 
“have received eyewitness 
statements that the car in¬ 
volved was travelhng alone 
at a high rate of speed,” the 
Los Angeles County Sheriff’s 
Department said in a state¬ 
ment Monday. “No eyewit¬ 
ness has contacted the 
(department) to say there 
was a second vehicle.” 

Walker and his friend 
and fellow fast-car en¬ 
thusiast Roger Rodas died 
Saturday when Rodas’ 2005 
Porsche Carrera GT smashed 
into a hght pole and tree, 
then exploded in flames. 

The posted hmit was 45 
m.p.h. (about 72 km/h). 

The two had taken what 


was expected to be a brief 
drive away from a charity 
fundraiser and toy drive at 
Rodas’ custom car shop in 
Valencia, about 30 miles 
northwest of Los Angeles. 
Walker’s publicist said the 
action star was the passen¬ 
ger. The crash happened 
on a street that forms an 
approximately one-mile 
loop amid industrial office 
parks. It is rimmed by hills 
and relatively isolated from 
traffic, especially on week¬ 
ends when the businesses 
are closed. 

“It’s well-known out 
here that that’s a hot spot 
for street racers,” California 
Highway Patrol Sgt. Rick 
Miler said. 

Skid marks are a testa¬ 
ment to past antics on 
the loop. The sheriff’s 
department, which pohces 
the neighbourhood, said 
Saturday’s wreck was not 
the first speed-related crash 
there, but would not reveal 
specifics. 

Meanwhile, investigators 
are consulting video from 
security cameras, talking 
to witnesses and analyzing 
physical evidence such as 
on-board computer data 
from the Porsche.

Doing 

America doesn’t mind sell¬ 
ing guns to almost anyone, 
but they generally frown 
on sipping an adult bever¬ 
age on a public street. Go 
figure. 

Lucky for you. Key West 
encourages us to take the 
libation of our choice and 
stroll down Duval Street, all 
the while wearing just about 
anything that might strike 
our fancy. 

Evei^hing you’ve heard 
about this street is true; cross¬ 
dressers give you the come 
on as you parade past, tiny 
bars offer dollar beers (okay, 
American beers, but still) and 
gays and lesbians and trans- 
gendered folks mingle with 
gawking tourists from Peter¬ 
borough and Pennsylvania. 
Crowds gather nightly at Mal- 
loiy Square to watch the sun¬ 
set and applaud the majesty. 
Tacky? Maybe. 

But it’s tons of fun, and a 



great way to meet people. 

Duval is a parade almost 
any night, but it’s especial¬ 
ly wild around Mardi Gras 
and Halloween. Too much 
excitement? Tiy a wonder¬ 
ful, peaceful sail on a classic 
schooner. For $5, you’ll get a 
90-minute ride on the shim¬ 
mering green waters of the 
Florida Keys. Free sodas and 
beer, wine or champagne for 
a buck. You also could retreat 
into the quiet of the beauti¬ 
ful, white St. Paul’s Episcopal 
Church if you really want a 
respite. 

Sleeping 

Should you choose to ac¬ 
tually go to bed, the op¬ 
tions are endless. High end 


luxury types can opt for 
the Casa Marina, a Wal¬ 
dorf Astoria resort. Rooms 
aren’t large in an old place 
like this but it’s beautiful, 
and you can arrange for a 
dinner just steps from the 
sand. Rooms listed recently 
for $179 and up in December. 
Close to the action, but a 
world apart. Closer to Duval, 
but still far enough away, is 
the Key Lime Inn, part of the 
Historic Key West Inns group. 
The pool isn’t fancy but the 
units are Florida chic and 
the folks friendly as can be. 
Rooms from about $159 in 
December. 

Dining 

Seven Fish is a dynamite 


spot near the Key Lime Inn, 
offering luscious fish, and. 
I’m told, excellent meat loaf 
Looking for something more, 
well, Floridian? You can’t beat 
the casual, outdoor dining at 
Blue Heaven, where one of 
the buildings used to be a bor¬ 
dello and where stray cats or 
chickens often roam among 
tables set under luxurious 
palms and a giant sail. 

Drinking 

Too many to mention. But 
try Sloppy Joe’s on Duval 
or Jimmy Buffett’s Marga- 
ritaville. Other great spots 
include the Green Parrot on 
Whitehead St., which Playboy 
magazine once called the de¬ 
finitive Key West saloon. 


Learning

Check out the Truman

Pick a campus, any campus. As 
you stroll around, chances are 
you’ll notice fewer students 
without a tech device than 
with them: all the more reason 
for Andrew Reiner, an Enghsh 
professor at Towson University, 
to teach his course. The Search 
for Intimacy in the Age of Face- 
book. 

“As I started teaching at the 
college level, I was getting a 
vibe there was a lot of discon¬ 
nect. Whether it was walking to 
dining halls, libraries or when 
I’d walk into class — there were 
endless amounts of phone ac¬ 
tivity and Facebookmg.” 

Reiner’s overall purpose 
was to help students find au¬ 
thenticity and springboard into 
relationships with others. He 
wants his students to disengage 
online to re-engage oflQine. For 
instance, Reiner has given stu¬ 
dents a tech-ffee assignment 
based on an essay from a book 
called The Sabbath. Reiner 
realizes that he can’t deny stu¬ 
dents their technology, but he 
encourages them to become 
independent from it, taking 
a four-hour break from social 
media as part of the class. 

“It’s really not that long, but 
to them it was a lifetime,” he 


Status update slow-down

explains. “They had to do some¬ 
thing by themselves that did 
not involve homework or being 
plugged in and write a guided 
reflection. Reflections that 
came back spoke to a kind of 
disconnect from themselves.” 

In another recent assign¬ 
ment, students sat alone in 
a crowded lunchroom. They 
weren’t allowed to use smart¬ 
phones, laptops, do school- 
work, use social media or text.

You’re like 
a pariah if you’re not on Face- 
book for a day.” 

Describing it as a “very de- 
hberate and conscious way” to 
defy technology, Reiner’s goal 
is to teach students to be in 
control of technology and not 
the other way around. 

“AH it reaUy requires is the 
willingness to impose some 
boundaries on the extent to 
which I get back to people and 
the speed at which I get back 
to [them],” he says. Reiner fears 
that not setting boundaries 
for technology may have dire 
implications for society. “I’m 
scared for our culture, for the 
world that my 2-year-old is en¬ 
tering into,” he says. In order to 
set boundaries and reconnect 
with life ofiline — in addition 
to regular four-hour “Sabbaths” 


— Reiner recommends writing 
monthly letters to teU someone 
something you have wanted to 
share for “a few days, months 
or even years.” 

And make it meaningful, he 
recommends: “Tell them some¬ 
thing that deeply matters to 
you, whether it’s resentment, 
hurt or gratitude.... Frame the 
truth in an honest, respectful 
tone. [It’s] about reconnecting 
with a deeper, personal au¬ 
thenticity and discovering that 
confrontation can be civil and 
productive without the stress.” 

Students weigh 
in on letting go of 
technology 

Leonard Randall Chisolm, 
college sophomore: 

“Technology is great; it’s a 


great way to stay in touch. 

I think some people abuse 
it and at times I have abused 
it but there are some times 
you have to control yourself 
and say, ‘Get me get back to 
the real world.’ I’ll go to the 
gym and leave my phone 
down for two or three hours 
and play basketball. I come 
back to my phone. I can be 
okay with it; there are one or 
two things you may miss but 
I don’t think you’re missing 
the whole world. Maybe you 
want to be the first person to 
see a funny video, see a funny 
picture or a game score but 
it’s the internet so you’ll al¬ 
ways be able to find it some¬ 
where.” 

Grace Delmar, 
university sophomore: 

“I try not to use electronics 
like my phone when I am 
eating with friends, as I find 
it impolite and distracting 
from the present. However, 
if I am eating alone, it is a 
much different story. If I 
were sitting alone at lunch, 
I would be very uncomfort¬ 
able without technology. I 
wouldn’t really know what 
to do or look at.” 

“I think that’s part of the 
fear of going without tech¬ 
nology, though I also think 
it has to do with worrying 
about how other perceive 
you. Though some are com¬ 
fortable eating alone, I am 
not, as I feel people might be 
judging me or feeling soriy 
for me. Though I’m sure this 
is not the case, I know many 
people at many different col¬ 
leges who feel the same. Hav¬ 
ing a phone or computer out 
can be a distraction from this

The NHL has reached a settle¬ 
ment with Wayne Gretzky to 
pay him money owed from 
his time with the Phoenix 
Coyotes, multiple sources 
with knowledge of the situa¬ 
tion told The Canadian Press. 

It was worth close to $8 
million US, according to one 
source, who spoke on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity. 

Gretzky was owed money 
from former Coyotes owner 
Jeriy Moyes.

Still quirky, but 
with a beefier body and 
classier interior

When quirky vehicles get their 
number called at the redesign 
department deli, they present 
an interesting dilemma to their 
design teams. How do you mod¬ 
ernize or update them without 
making them too pretty? 

It’s much like Keith Rich¬ 
ards — you don’t want to 
smooth the hair, button the 
shirt up, or have him throw on 
more understated and elegant 
earrings, so he stops looking 
like a pirate. People love the 
pirate! So Kia did what it could 
only do when redesigning its 
quirky Soul for 2014 — change 
eveiything else except that icon¬ 
ic shape, face and tailgate. 

The tailgate design was ori¬ 
ginally conceived around the 
idea of a backpack, and looks 
even more backpack-hke this 
time around. The 2014 Soul 
is shghtly longer and wider 
and lower than the outgoing 
model. Losing a bit of that top- 
heavy look and feel, and mov¬ 
ing to a beefier platform, with 
lots more high-strength and 
ultra high-strength steel, have 
created a Soul that handles so 
much more proficiently and 
smoothly and quietly than the 
outgoing model. 

Kyle Buller, the product 
planning supervisor at Kia Can¬ 
ada, says there is just as much 
high-strength steel in the new 
Soul as there is in the Audi A3. 
He adds that the size of the 
Hyundai-Kia group has enabled 
it to own and operate its own 
metal foundiy. “We’re able to 
source high-strength steel in¬ 
ternally, which really helps in 
pricing.” Buller said Kia initial¬ 
ly aimed the Soul at younger 
buyers, but older folks have 
gravitated to them because 


they are so easy to get in and 
out of... They also give empty- 
nest baby boomers that tall-in- 
the saddle-feel of regular SUVs, 
but without the huge gas bill. 

My baby boomer bones 
agree. The front door is nice 
and big, and it’s easy as pie to 
shde over to the cushy driver’s 
seat. The entire interior is a 
fantastic leap from the previ¬ 
ous model, which was known 
for its cheap-feehng interior. 
This interior is upscale in feel, 
and entirely conceived in a 
“circular” theme. Eveiything 
that can be made into a round 
shape had been made into a 
round shape. Even the steer¬ 
ing wheel is round! Okay, so 
that was a no brainer, but the 


wheel is really great too, with 
a veiy chunky and substantial 
feel. 

The rear tailgate is veiy 
fight and easy to use. But the 
load floor is quite high, which 
eats up a bit of storage space. 
And the rear seats don’t entire¬ 
ly fold forward fiat. 

Both engines feature state- 
of-the-art direct injection (GDI 
in Kia-speak). The base 1.6-fitre 
makes 130 hp and 118 Ib-ft of 
torque, so it’s not a rocket, but 
certainly adequate and certain¬ 
ly fuel-efficient: its City/High¬ 
way L/lOO km ratings for auto¬ 
matic models are 8.6 and 6.5. 
The upgrade 2.0-fitre engine 
features dual-cam variable tim¬ 
ing, and produces 164 hp and

151 Ib-ft of torque, and when 
hooked up to the 6-speed auto¬ 
matic does the City/Highway 
thing at 8.8 and 6.5. This en¬ 
gine is also available in an ECO 
mode, which automatically 
shuts the engine down at idle 
(and restarts it soon as you hit 
the gas). The 2.0-fitre in ECO 
trim knocks the city rating 
down to 8.4 L/lOO km. 

The Soul represents pretty 
good value; especially as it 
more distinctly styled than 
most any else you could buy 
under $20,000. The base LX 
starts at $16,995, while an 
automatic LX goes for $18,595. 
But most people wifi gravitate 
to high optioned trims, such 
as EX ($20,795), EX+ ($21,995),

The Automobile Journalists 
Association of Canada has 
narrowed down 36 potential 
winners to 12 finalists for the 
2014 Canadian Car of the Year 
Award. A group of 80 AJAC 
members — journalists repre¬ 
senting news outlets from 
coast to coast — test-drove 174 
vehicles during a week-long 
series of trials in Niagara Falls 
this past October. 

The annual fall new auto 
test event is conducted to 
evaluate the vehicles in the 


dozen categories on the 
same day, over the same 
route, including a high¬ 
speed test circuit and/or a 
simulated off-road course or 
cottage road, depending on 
the category. 

Testers ranked a wide range 
of attributes covering design, 
space, quality, performance, 
safety, economy and value. 
Professional test drivers also 
graded eveiy vehicle for accel¬ 
eration from rest and for pass¬ 
ing acceleration and braking. 


Transport Canada fuel con¬ 
sumption figures were also 
factored in. Vehicle traits are 
weighted differently in the 
various categories, taking into 
consideration that aspects like 
acceleration are more import¬ 
ant for a sports car than a 
pickup truck. The vehicle’s 
price is also considered in the 
sense that expensive vehicles 
should naturally offer better 
performance and style than 
lower-priced wheels.

The famous Swiss watch¬ 
maker TAG Heuer recently 
introduced a companion 
watch to the McLaren MP4- 
12 c supercar. 

The McLaren MP4-12C 
accelerates from zero to 60 
m.p.h. in about 2.9 seconds, 
give or take. The TAG Heuer 
MP4-12G Ghronograph ac¬ 
celerates from zero to 60 
seconds in, well, exactly 60 
seconds, no give or take. 

Acceleration times aside, 
we see that fine watches and 
fine automobiles share much 
in common, and their lives 
have always converged, and 
continue to converge. 

Glocks have always been 
necessary components of 
an automobile’s dashboard. 
And the chronograph, which 



is both a stop watch and a 
display watch, has evolved 
into an elegant and iconic 
timepiece, which makes an 
evocation connection to the 
glamour days of automobile 
racing, when being a “gentle¬ 
men and amateur racer” was 
an actual occupation for priv¬ 
ileged men, and privileged 
women went out of their way 
to drive expensive open-top 
sports cars, just so they could 
show off their fashionable 
sunglasses and kerchiefs. 

But the car-watch connec¬ 
tion seems more about their 
similar natures than how 
they interact with each other. 
“Watches and cars are both 



examples of functional ob¬ 
jects that can also be beauti¬ 
ful and timeless — a combin¬ 
ation of art and engineering,” 
says Laurance Yap, a watch 
collector and writer, who also 
happens to be a gearhead, 
and director of marketing at 
Porsche Gars Ganada. 

He also notes that in the 
luxury space, both the watch¬ 
es and the cars throw some¬ 
thing else on the table — a 
connection to a great brand. 
1 guess on one level it’s the 
brand snobbeiy thing, but 
Yap reminds us about the 
base elements that make a 
great brand so compelling... 

“All have great histor¬ 


ies and great stories behind 
them.” 

Everybody’s a sucker for a 
great story. 1 agree with the 
notion that we must be pre¬ 
wired to seek out stoiytellers 
and great stories, as way of 
filing our own and collective 
intelligence. 

Or maybe, as Yap also 
points out, “high-end watch¬ 
es and cars are both shiny 
and expensive and compli¬ 
cated.” Me want watch. Me 
want car. 

Seems to me that the re¬ 


lationship between high-end 
cars and high-end watches 
is actually deepening of late. 
You can’t open a car maga¬ 
zine without hitting a swath 
of watch ads, or running 
across a column on watches. 
High-end car and watch¬ 
makers are making more and 
more alliances and creating 
more and more special edi¬ 
tion watches eveiy season.

To brake, or not to brake? Honda’s hybrid knows

When you take your foot off 
the gas pedal, your car starts 
to slow down. Savvy drivers 
take advantage of it, letting 
off the throttle before they 
need to brake, which can 
help them save fuel. 

Automakers also capital¬ 
ize on it, including Honda, 
which has designed an elec¬ 
tric servo brake pedal system 
for its new Accord Hybrid. 

“This is mainly for elec¬ 
tric and hybrid cars,” says 
Hayato Mori, manager of 
product planning for Honda 
Ganada. “Anything with a 
large storage battery.” 

Hybrid vehicles recharge

their batteries through 
regenerative braking, 

capturing the kinetic energy 
when coasting and con¬ 
verting it into electricity. 
When more energy is cap¬ 
tured, the car doesn’t use 
its gasoline engine as much, 
which saves fuel. 


The Accord Hybrid’s 
brake system is essentially 
the same as with any other 
car. When you press the 
brake pedal, it sends hy¬ 
draulic fiuid to each of the 
car’s four wheels, squeezing 
the brake pads against the 
brake discs to stop the car. 


The difference is that 
when you put your foot on 
the pedal, it sends a signal 
to an electronic control unit, 
which determines how hard 
you’re pressing it. If you’re 
only touching it lightly, 
such as when you’re slow¬ 
ing down for a red light up 


ahead, you may not need full 
braking power yet. If that’s 
the case, the system uses 
regenerative braking, which 
slows the car down and also 
feeds energy into the bat¬ 
tery. 

When the car’s speed 
drops sufficiently, the sys¬ 
tem then sends hydraulic 
pressure to the brakes. It 
will also go straight to the 
hydraulic system any time 
you press the brake pedal 
firmly, or slam your foot on 
it during a panic stop, to acti¬ 
vate the brakes immediately. 
The system reacts instantly, 
and the driver is never in 
any danger of not having full 
brakes when they’re needed. 

Honda estimates that the 
new system provides eight 
per cent better regeneration 
than with its Integrated Mo¬ 
tor Assist, used in vehicles 
such as the Givic Hybrid, and 
has improved brake control. 

Because it’s electronic, 
the brake pedal doesn’t feel 
the way most drivers would 
expect, so Honda added a 
spring to it. “It’s called a

pedal feel simulator,” Mori 
says. “The first few centi¬ 
metres you’re just turning 
on a switch for the regenera¬ 
tive braking, so this simu¬ 
lates the force as if you’re 
pressing on a normal brake. 
Most people can’t tell the 
difference.”

ity is apparent in online 
forums. 

Perhaps the most com¬ 
mon among these relates to 
the S80’s timing belt. Seems 
that the regular interval to 
change this part, as pre¬ 
scribed by Volvo, is too long, 
meaning the belt could snap 
ahead of its predicted useful 
service life, possibly causing 
catastrophic engine damage. 

Ascertain the mileage on 
the timing belt in the S80 
you’re considering, and be 
sure to change it in advance 
of the intervals laid out in 
the owner’s manual. 

Be sure to feel the auto¬ 
matic transmission for any 
signs of slippage or harsh 
shifting, and be sure mainten¬ 
ance and fluid changes related 
to the transmission is up to 
date. Owners have reported 
transmission issues ranging 
from inconsistent perform¬ 
ance to failure —though the 
limited number of complaints 
makes it hard to nail down 
the key cause. 

Engine-related issues tend 
to centre around more minor 
parts, hke hoses, sensors and 
modules. Note any check 
engine hghts or leaks, and 
have a mechanic check for 
signs of vacuum leaks, which 
could cause problems with 
the turbocharger or other 
systems. 

Other checks should in¬ 
clude the suspension system, 
all interior electronics, all 
powertrain-related electronics 
and the stereo system. Finally, 
a mechanic should inspect the 
condition and integrity of the 
motor mounts during a pre¬ 
purchase inspection. 

Due to the potentially com- 
phcated and pricey repairs a 
used S80 may require, buying 
a used model without a full 
going-over by a Volvo mech¬ 
anic is strongly unadvised.

A non-turbocharged, 
front-drive model will likely 
be the most rehable for the 
long term.
